Roberto  was  born  August  18, 

1934  ten  miles  south  west  of  San 
Juan,  Puerto  Rico.  As  a  young¬ 
ster  he  loved  sports  and  eventual¬ 
ly  was  hired  to  play  for  the  Dod¬ 
gers'  Montreal  farm  club.
